SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Wednesday, May 21st, 2014, my partners (Officer Anderson, D. #127 and 
Ramirez, H. #139) and | (Officer Trujillo #136) were working as contracted, 
uniformed security officers for the Hollywood Business Improvement District 
(H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 
90028 (323) 465-0122. We were assigned to the Bicycle Patrol team as Boy-6. 


INVESTIGATION: 


While conducting a location check of the nearby businesses in the area of De 
Longpre Avenue and Vine Street. | observed an Female, Black, Adult (later 
identified a S/ Gibens, Lorraine) at the bus stop, located on the N/E corner of De 
Longpre Avenue and Vine Street, pouring a small amount of what appeared to 
be red wine from a wine bottle into a clear plastic drink cup that read “Tender 
Greens.” Gibens then placed the wine bottle into the trashcan adjacent to bus 
stop. 


After placing the wine bottle into the trashcan, Gibens began to walk S/B on 
Vine Street from De Longpre Avenue with the drink cup in her left hand. | then 
pedaled up to the trashcan and saw the empty wine bottle on top of the pile of 
trash. The bottle was the only one of its kind in the trashcan and no other 
bottles or cans were near it. | recovered the bottle from the trash and saw it 
read, “Slow Paseo - Spanish Red Wine” (13% ABV / 750 MI) Brand Wine. | then 
advised my partner (Anderson) that | would be keeping an observation of 
Gibens activities as she walked S/B on Vine Street. 


As Gibens arrived to the front of Paragon Cleaners (1310 Vine Street L.A. Ca.), 
she looked in all directions and began to raise the clear plastic drink cup from 
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her waist area. At this time, | saw the drink cup was % full with a burgundy / red 
liquid, she then placed the cup to her mouth / lips area and tilted her head back 
, taking a drink from it. After drinking from the drink cup, she placed the half- 
empty cup on to the ledge of a pay-phone booth that was located on the 
property. | then recovered the cup and smelled a strong odor of an alcoholic 
beverage from the container. 


| then advised Anderson that Gibens was in violation of 41.27 (c) LAMC. 


| decided to make contact with Gibens, as | approached Gibens, | was able to 
smell a strong odor of an alcoholic beverage emitting from her breath and 
person. 


Anderson arrived a short time later. 
ARREST: 


We advised Gibens that we were placing her under “Private Person’s Arrest”, as 
per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see- 
attached form) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in Public). 
Gibens was then handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for safety and comfort) 
without incident. 


ADDITIONAL: 
Perez has O prior contacts and or arrests from this office and or the BID Officers. 


Gibens advised that she purchased the “Slow Paseo - Spanish Red 
Wine” (13% ABV / 750 MI) Brand Wine at the K&L Winery, located at 
1435 Vine Street. 


A Shortime later, BID Officer(s) Ramirez, Sewell and Watkins arrived to assist. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


Sewell and Watkins then seat belted Gibens into their patrol vehicle and 
transported Gibens to LAPD Hollywood Station for cite out process. Hollywood 
Desk Officer Horton #41157 verified Gibens’ identification, via C.L.E.T.S. 
(California Law Enforcement Telecommunication). Gibens was issued a 
“Release From Custody” citation (RFC# D47421) for the listed charge and was 
ordered to appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los 
Angeles, 90007, on 06/16/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of the Watch 
Commander Vidal.
